Tlie office of ertucntfoii realizes, however, 
that a nallonfi! drive ran dn llllle more than 
call altentlon and point Uie wnj-. The real 
work niu.st bo done in every romrnunlly. ac-- 
cordlng to lociU needs These needs arc varied 
and complex. Probably tlicy are wor.st in 
"boom towns" where educational faclUtlc'i 
hBve been unnblr to keep up with mii.ihrcom 
growth of popnlatioti The problems are grave 
In any Industrial clUca with labor shortane.s. 
But they exist In almost every cnmniunlly. 
For the problem.! are emotional a.s well a.s 
material. 

The war has forced rcsponslblllly and op- 
portunity on older hlRh school .students. It 
haa quickly pushed Ihcm into a .semblnnee of 
maturity, brought new Importance to them, 
new temptation.'!. In many place.i younK-'^'er.'i 
have been offered adult work at adult wage.'! 
and have left .school to cam more than thrlr 
(athcr.'i were making before llie war, 

Buch youngsters arc going in bulk al ex- 
changing their new per.sonal and financial 
Independence for the old humdrum and dis- 
cipline of school. For In numcrou.-i communl- 
tle."! their work, whlrli hnf^ been of rral value, 
Is still goliig to be needed. 

So a lot or school board,': and rliy lathers 
nre going to hnve to learn. If they liaveii'i al- 
ready, that the problem 1.1 going to require 
practicality rather than plou.'; preach ment.s. 
It may be noccaary to combine war work and 
fichool work for the duration. 

But In the meantime nn IntelUkcnt Job will 
have to bo done In reselling younRsters on the 
value of .ichoollng. They will have lo be 
taught how the problems of rcadju.stmcnt 
and re-employment affect them. It niit.v be 
hard to convince thorn that the time will 
come when jobs can't be picked like iilvun.H, 
when wages will be lower, and .fonie Job o])- 
portunltles will carry educational require- 
ments. But it must be done.
